Coal  Co  $1.00  (Lot  110)  went  for  $75.00.  Other  top  sellers  were  Green  Rock 
Coal  Co  $1.00  (Lot  108)  $56.00,  a  rare  St.  Bernard  Coal  Co  Meat  Check  50<t 
(Lot)  114)  $55.00,  Clear  Branch  Mining  Co  5<?  (Lot  76)  $51.00,  and  Liberty 
Coal  Mfg  Co  5c  (Lot  112)  $50.00.  These  were  followed  by  two  pieces  at  $42.50, 
Sunday  Creek  Coal  Co  50$  (Lot  113)  and  H.  L.  Tucker  Coal  Co  $1.00  (L<?t  109), 

^n  analysis  of  the  bidding  shows  34  bidders  registered  with  27  receiving 
lots.  Two  bidders  bought  nine  lots  each  and  two  others  eig^ht  lots  each. 

Seven  members  sent  in  mail  bids  on  20  lots.  Five  of  them  were  successful 
on  10  lots,  eight  of  which  went  for  less  than  their  maximum  bids. 


Consignors  sent  us  29  R7  pieces,  19  R8 ,  43  R9  and  24  R10,  for  which  we  are 
very  appreciative.  A  distressing  fact,  however,  was  that  mere  than  36  of 
the  114  lots  did  not  realize  a  reasonable  price.  Fourteen  lots  did  not  re¬ 
ceive  even  our  $5.00  minimum  bid  (7 -R7 ,  1-R8,  4-R9,  and  2-R10).  Twenty  two 
others  only  drew  the  $5.00  minimum  (9-R7,  6-R8,  4-R9,  and  3-R10).  Many 
others  in  the  R8  and  R9  category  brought  much  lower  prices  than  their  book 
rating,  and  six  of  the  RIOs  went  for  $8.00  to  $20.00.  :• 


This  causes  the  Catalog  Committee  to  wonder  if  the  catalog  ratlings  on  these 
pieces  are  too  high  of  if  the  market  is  saturated,  or  WHAT? 


Also  the  Auction  Committee  is  concerned  that  since  consignors  are  not  get¬ 
ting  reasonable  prices  for  their  scrip,  they  may  quit  sending  us  their  good 
pieces.  We,  therefore,  are  considering  a  change  in  our  auction  procedure 
for  the  •May  meeting.  We  propose  to  give  each  consignor  the  right  to  place 

a  reasonable  minimum  bid  on  each  lot.  In  the  event  that  the  lot  does  not

bring  a  bid,  a  handling  charge  of  50%  of  the  regular  commission  plus  postage, 
and  insurance  to  return  the  lot  would  be  charged  to  the  consignor,.  The 
regular  commission  schedule  *is  20%  thru  $10.00,  157.  $10.01  thru  $50.00, 

107.  $50.01  thru  $100.00  and  57.  $100.01  and  up .  * 


Our  current  policy  is  that  pieces  which  do  not  receive  a  bid  are  returned 
without  commission  but  a  charge  for  P  &  I.  We  also  permit  consignors  to 
protect  their  pieces  by  bidding  on  their  own  lots  with  the  provision  that 
they  pay  the  full  commission  if  they  are  the  high  bidder.  Most  of  our  con¬ 
signors  do  not  take  advantage  of  this  privilege.  As  a  result,  at  least; 
three  of  them  advised  us  that  they  lost  money  on  their  total  sales. 

This. becomes  a  serious  concern  to  us.  We,  therefore,  uhrgently  solicit  your 
comments,  suggestions  and  modifications  to  our  above  proposal.  Write  to

MOSS  &  SONS  COAL  COMPANY  &  MOSS  STORES 

Last  month ,  I  purchased  a  Moss  Stores  Company, 
Pineville,  Ky . ,  5  cent  brass  token.  I  first  decided  to  place 
the  old  token  in  my  duplicate  scrip  as  I  don’t  collect  any* 
scrip  if  its  not  from  Harlan  County,  Ky.  However,  I  recalled 
my  friend  and  fellow  scrip  collector,  Paul  Whitaker,  once 
telling  me  about  the  Moss  Stores  located  at  Verda,  Baxter, 
and  Wilhoit,  Ky.  The  name  Moss  also  brought  to  mind  a  recent 
research  project  I  had  just  completed  concerning  the  town  of 
Wilhoit,  Ky .  So  I  again  looked  back  at  my  earlier  work  and 
found  yet  another  interesting  story  involving  my  search  for 
old  Harlan  County  coal  company  scrip  and  information 
concerning  the  company  that  issued  the  scrip. 

The  first  thing  I  decided  to  do  was  to  call  on  my  old 
friend,  and  Master  Scriptor",  Paul  Whitaker.  Paul  has  a 
vast  store  of  information  concerning  the  old  companies,  both 
coal  and  merchant,  due  to  his  many  years  as  a  salesman  who 
served  Harlan  County  during  a  long  career  with  Hackney 
Wholesale  Grocery  Company.  Paul  recalled  the  Moss  Stores 
operating  in  Harlan  County  and  assisted  in  this  article. 

In  early  1911,  the  Moss  family  began  their  chapter  in 
Harlan  County’s  coal  mining  legacy.  M.  J.  Moss,  the  Vice 
President  of  Wilhoit  Coal  Company,  was  associated  with  this 
early  Harlan  County  coal  company  until  '1913.  In  1913,  the 
previous  President  of  the  Company,  Roy  Wilhoit,  passed  the 
ownership  to  M.  J.,  yi.  L.,  and  Ray  Moss.  The  Wilhoit  Coal 
Company  became  Moss  Sons  A  Co.  with  W,  L.  Moss  as  the  new 
president.  M.  J.  (Judge)  Moss  and  his  sons,  M.  L.,  Ray,  and 
White  Moss  all  became  part  of  the  Moss  coal  and  store 
operations.  Ida  Moss,  M.  J.’s  daughter,  married  Mr.  John 
Phillips  who  was  the  founder  of  Bell  Grocery,  Pineville,  Ky. 

M.  J.  Moss  was  also  involved  in  Bell  County  politics  and 
served  as  Bell  County  Judge,  gaining  the  lifelong  title  of 
Judge  Moss". 

tbe  known  scrip  from  the  Moss  Stores  Company, 
Pineville,  Ky.  leaves  the  impression  that  the  scrip  is  not 
coal  scrip.  However,  one  must  conclude  that  the  scrip  was 
indeed  coal  company  scrip  as  well  as  merchant  scrip  because 
°  the  fact  that  the  Moss  family  first  started  in  business  in 
the  coal  industry  and  then  added  the  stores  as  part  of  their 
°re,4-^  ^  business.  The  family  first  operated  a  general  store 
at  the  Moss  &  Sons  Coal  Company,  Wilhoit  and  at  White  Star 
tor  the  White  Star  Coal  Company',  located  near  the  head  of 
Ewing  Creek.  The  scrip  issued  by  Moss  Stores  served  not  only 
the  employees  of  Moss  &  Sons  Coal  Company  but  the  various 
communities  throughout  Harlan  and  Bell  County  as  well.  This 
dual  purpose"  scrip  is  also  a  dual  county  scrip.  Officially 
listed  as  a  Bell  County,  Ky.  company,  because  the  Moss  family 
i rst  settled  in  Bell  County,  Ky.  before  opening  operations 
in  Harlan  County,  Ky.  ,  and  incorporated  their  business  in 


Bell  County,  causes  one  to  conclude  that  the  company  was 
entirely  a  Bell  County  Company.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Moss 
Stores  operated  more  stores  in  Harlan  County,  Ky.  than  it  did 
in  Bell  County,  Ky.  Finally,  their  major  coal  mining 
operations  were  located  in  Harlan  County,  Ky.  Therefore,  the 
Harlan  County  connection  is  more  than  established  with  this' 
early  coal /merchant  scrip. 

Relying  upon  the  information  at  my  disposal,  I  hereby 
conclude  the  scrip  issued  by  Moss  Stores  Company, 

Incorporated  should  be  listed  as  being  either  Bell  or  Harlan 
County  coal  and  merchant  scrip.  So,  instead  of  ending  up  in 
my  duplicate  scrip  book,  the  Moss  Stores  Company, 

Incorporated  5  cent  token  now  has  its  place  in  my  Harlan 
County,  Ky.  scrip  collection.

Cardinal,  Kentucky  is  officially  listed  as  being  in  Bell  County 
ccording  to  all  current  maps,  but  it  is  located  extremely  close  to 
.he  acknowledged  Harlan-Bell  County  lines.  However,  the  1925  annual 
port  of  the  Department  of  Mines  of  Kentucky  lists  the  Ky.  Cardinal 
Coal  Company  as  being  a  Harlan  County  mining  company,  with  the 
ompany's  general  office  located  in  Bell  County,  Ky.  Also,  the 
company  belonged  to  the  Harlan  County  Coal  Operators  Association 
or  many  years,  including  the  period  known  as  the  ’’Labor  Wars". 

In  1939,  when  the  Federal  Government  filed  charges  against  the 
Harlan  County  Coal  Operators  Association  and  various  Harlan  County 
■lining  companies,  Ky.  Cardinal  was  one  of  the  mining  firms  from 
Harlan  County  that  were  listed  in  the  suit.  Therefore,  Dy  assuming 
hat  the  company  was  not  in  Harlan  County,  and  acknowledging  that 
‘here  is  a  possibility  of  error,  one  moves  down  the  list  to  the 
first  company  of  the  old  report  that  is  definitely  in  Harlan  County, 
this  being  the  Molus  Coal  Company.  This  unquestioned  Harlan  County 
company  preceeds  the  Harlan  Block- (Payne)  Coal  Company,  giving 
strong  indication  that  the  Harlan  Block  company  was  located  in  Harlan 
County. 

At  this  point  in  my  investigation,  things  really  became  inte¬ 
resting,  and  the  answer  to  my  question  seemed  almost  dt  hand. 
However,  in  all  of  the  records  at  my  disposal,  nothing  else  was 
listed  concerning  the  Harlan  Block- (Payne)  Coal  Company.  The  next 
year's  report  shows  that  the  Harlan  Block- (Payne)  company  had 
vanished  from  the  records.  The  next  year,  a  Payne  Mining  Company 
appears  on  the  record.  The  mine  was  operated  by  three  brothers 
by  the  name  of  Payne,  with  J.  H.  Payne,  the  principal  figure, 
holding  the  position  of  Superintendent  and  Mine  Foreman.  The  1922 
annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Mines  of  Kentucky  states  the 
following  concerning  the  Payne  Mining  Company:  "This  is  a  small 
mine,  owned  by  three  brothers  operating  in  the  Harlan  seam.  The 
coal  is  only  thirty  inches  in  thickness.  The  coal  is  shot  off 
the  solid  and  hauled  by  mules.  A  daily  output  of  about  fifty  tons 
is  shipped  as  run  of  mine.  An  aerial  tramway  is  used  to  transport 
the  coal  from  the  mine  to  the  tipple."  The  best  clue  yet  came 
when  the  address  for  the  company  was  listed  as  Molus,  Harlan  County, 
Ky .  However,  the  trail  to  locate  Wilkes,  Ky.  ended  in  1926  when 
the  Payne  Mining  Company  disappears  from  the  record  books  as  an 
active  mining  operation.  Continued  research  failed  to  uncover 
further  clues  to  the  location  of  Wilkes,  Ky. 

After  evaluating  all  of  the  information  at  my„ disposal , 
the  preponderance  of  evidence  indicates  that  the  Harlan  Block 
Coal  Company,  Wilkes,  Ky.,  is  the  same  mine  operated  at  Molus, 
in  Harlan  County,  Ky.  Wilkes,  Ky.,  evidently  was  the  L.  &  N. 
Railroad  shipping  address  prior  to  the  Payne  Mining  Company 
assuming  the  Molus  address. 

The  following  facts  summarize  how  I  reached  my  conclusion 
based  on  all  of  the  information  at  my  disposal:

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1.  Since  the  Harlan  Block  Coal  Company  follows  the 
Molus  Coal  Company,  and  it  is  followed  by  the 
Wheeler  Boone  Coal  Company  at  Wallins,  Ky.,  it  is 
logical  that  the  company  is  a  Harlan  County  coal 
mine .

2.  Harlan  Block  Coal  Company  has  the  Payne  name  in 
parenthesis  in  it's  name  on  the  1920  report  and 
then  disappears  from  all  records  in  1921.  There¬ 
fore  it  is  safe  to  say  the  Payne's  assumed  owner¬ 
ship  of  the  Harlan  Block  Coal  Company  sometime 
during  the  period  of  1920  to  1921. 

3.  The  Payne  Mining  Company  was  definitely  located 
at  Molus,  Ky . ,  and  operated  out  of  the  same  mine 
that  was  formerly  known  as  the  Harlan  Block  Coal 
Company. 

4.  Due  to  the  fact  that  Wilkes,  Ky..  is  listed  on  a 
known  Harlan  Block  Coal  Company  piece  of  scrip, 

,  it  doesn't  necessarily  prove  that  Molus,  Ky., 

couldn't  have  at  one  time  been  Wilkes,  Ky.  Many 
L.  &  N.  shipping  locations  went  under  various 
names  but  in  reality  were  the  same  exact  locations. 
Examples:  Coalgood,  Ky.,  was  known  as  Merna  and 

Mary  Helen;  Clutts,  Ky. ,  was  known  as  Pee  Vee,  Ky. ; 

Gaston,  Ky . ,  was  Malcomson  and  later  known  as 
Harlan  Gas.  I  could  go  on  and  on  In  this  respect, 
but  it  isn't  necessary.

I  end  this  project  feeling  99%  sure  that  I  have  found  yet 
another  lost  and  forgotten  Harlan  County  coal  mining  company  that 
issued  company  scrip.  I  have  been  proven  wrong  on  many  occasions 
in  the  past,  but  I  will  stand  firm  on  this  issue  until  new  evi¬ 
dence  proves  me  in  error.  Jerome  Schaper,  Jr.  has  the  only  known 
token  from  this  early  Harlan  County  coal  company.  Pains  of  envy 
are  soothed  only  by  the  knowledge  and  satisfaction  I  have  gained 
through  my  research  into  Harlan  County's  coal  mining  past.  Who 
knows,  I  may  find  another  token  from  the  Harlan  Block  Coal  Company. 
It's  out  there,  just  around  the  corner,  and  I'll1  keep  looking. 

After  all,  that's  what  motivates  a  true  scrip  col lector  and  keeps 
him  in  a  constant  state  of  "bum-fuzz lement" .  But  it's  fun!!
